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The origination and early success of tliis Hospital as a School 
for Ophthalmic Surgery are attributable to a great Surgeon, 
John Cunningham Saunders, who first adapted the operation for 
Cataract to the condition of infancy. It is the earliest, in order of 
time, of the Institutions of this class, now so general throughout 
this Empu'e and in other countries. 



It is deemed right to draw attention to the delay in submitting 
children with Cataract to the care of the Sitrgeon, In 550 cases of 
that description brought to the Hospital^ the average age is estimated 
at seven years, although the condition of early childhood is most 
favourable for the operation.

REPORT for 1871. 



It has been the great privilege of the Board of 
Management, during the past few years, to be able 
to report to the Governors of the Institution, from 
time to time, a considerable increase in its pecuniary 
resources, bearing, indeed, a close proportion to the 
measures they have adopted, as occasion required, to 
develope its powers of usefulness, and particularly in 
the most recent undertaking of adding a New Wing to 
the Hospital. The past year, though one of extra- 
ordinary pressm^e on public benevolence, formed no 
exception to the rule, since, ere its close, every remain- 
ing charge for that and other extensive improvements 
was liquidated, as well as the means acquired to meet 
the increased annual expenditure caused by the en- 
largement. The fact is not less significant than 
satisfactory. It not only shows that the high claims of 
this long-established Institution to public support con- 
tinue to be thoroughly recognized, but it also strikingly 
illustrates the stability of the voluntary principle in 
sustaining, for the public good, all charitable founda- 
tions of proved utility; and, at the same time, it affords 
the requisite stimulus to the exertions necessary to 
maintain their efficiency. The following very appo- 
site remarks on this point appeared recently in an 
influential organ of the public press, in an able 
article on the Hospitals of the Metropolis : — " And 
yet, " says the writer, in reference to the endowed 



Royal Hospitals, ''notwithstanding this great ad- 
vantage [i. e., their ample endowment], there are 
many institutions in the metropolis which, in all 
that is essential to a good hospital and medical 
school, are not a whit behind them. Indeed, it would 
almost seem as if the most wholesome thing for a 
Hospital was to have to depend upon voluntary contri- 
butions, to have to justify its position to the generation 
to which it appeals for support, instead of resting 
upon the endowments of the past. It is then most 
likely to be obliged to advance with the times, and to 
keep itself on a level with the requirements of the 
age. There is, therefore, no reason to regret that 
the charity of the present day does not take the 
form of endowing new Hospitals, but only of adding 
to them as occasion requires, and then leaving them 
to obtain year by year, by their own energy and 
activity, the funds that are necessary for carrying on 
their work of mercy." 

It need scarcely be remarked that it is precisely in 
the manner thus described that the Royal London 
Ophthalmic Hospital has won the confidence and 
earned the support of a discriminating philanthropy 
in a long career of unflagging effort for the relief from 
blindness, and all its manifold miseries, of the poor 
and destitute classes of the community ; and not the 
poor and destitute only, since every other class of 
society has directly benefited by the rare surgical 
skill and experience acquired at this, the oldest and 
largest school for ophthalmological education and 
practice in this country. It has now entered the 68th 
year of its existence, with its capacities for the public 
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benefit immensely increased^ and with a Surgical 
Staff of unequalled strength and eminence; and, 
under these conditions, nothing can be more humanly 
certain than that it is destined, under Providence, to 
continue for a long series of years to be one of the 
most beneficent institutions ever founded and fostered 
by British benevolence. 

The total receipts during the past year^ from 
annual subscriptions and donations^ amounted to 
£8,415 5s. lOd., being nearly £800 over those of the 
preceding year. The addition to the Annual Sub- 
scription List amounts to £110. Among the donations 
the following demand special acknowledgment: — £300 
Great Northern Eailway Stock B, by Thos. Bradberry, 
Esq. ; £152 10s. by the late Joseph Pease, Esq., of 
Darlington ; £100 by James Gleadall, Esq. ; £105 by 
J. H. Johnson, Esq. ; £100 by the Worshipful Com- 
pany of Grocers ; and, though last, not least, £1,000 
by T. E. C, this being the third contribution of that 
amount by the same munificent Donor. Words are 
powerless to acknowledge adequately the priceless 
aid to this Charity derived from this unknown som*ce 
during the last three years ; and if the conjecture be 
correct that a similar amount of assistance has been 
extended, during the same period, and in the same 
unobtrusive manner, to a large number of kindred 
institutions, the total sum of charitable bounty thus 
bestowed by this unique alms-giver is without a 
known parallel in the annals of philanthropy.

Consols by the late Mrs. Anne Bliss, of Taunton, 
Somerset ; £250 Consols (less legacy duty) by the late 
Mrs. Frances Balltn, of Brighton ; and £50 by the 
late Mrs. Walmesley, of Connaught Square. Bobert 
Chberb, Esq., H. M. Hummell, Esq., Henry Badcock, 
Esq., Mrs. Deborah Ballin, and Herbert Puoh, 
Esq., have been elected Honorary Life Governors of the 
Institution, in respect of the above legacies, in 
accordance with the Bules of the Hospital. 

Intimation of four other legacies, amounting in the 
aggregate to £700, has also been forwarded to the 
Board from the Probate Office, but they have not yet 
been received. They are as follows : — i^500 by the 
late John Graham, Esq., of Oakwood LcJge, Seven- 
oaks ; £100 by the late Mrs. Elizabeth Watson, of 
Loughton, Essex; and dBlOO by the late William 
Harry Dean, Esq., of Stratford, Essex. 

The expenditure during the past year has amounted 
to£8,633.4s. lid., while that of 1870 was £4,286 15s. 4d., 
or £653 10s. 5d. more than in 1871. The appa- 
rent decrease is due to a large charge for repairs 
and furniture in 1870, which raised its expenditure 
much above the average. But a careful analysis 
shows that, notwithstanding the enlargement, the 
real increase of expenditure in 1871 over the average 
of late years is but 20 per cent. It should be stated, 
however, that the occupation of the new Wing is not 
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quite complete, two of the wards not having yet been 
furnished ; but the Board are happy to say that a 
recent appeal to the public has been so liberally 
responded to, that they will be enabled to fit those 
wards forthwith, and place them at the disposal of 
the Surgical Staff. 

The Building Fund was closed on the 31st of 
December by the transfer of a balance of £83 6s. 6d. 
to the fund for general purposes. The successful 
termination of this auspicious undertaking cannot be 
otherwise than a subject of congratulation with the 
Governors of the Hospital, some of whom have been 
munificent contributors to it, and whose names will 
be found recorded, with others, in an Appendix to 
the present Beport. 

The subjoined abstract of the Medical and Surgical 
Report for the year shows that the opening of special 
wards in the general Hospitals for the treatment of 
ophthalmic patients, which has recently been done 
very generally, has not lessened the labours of the 
Surgical Staff of this Hospital :-^

It exhibits an increase of 160 in-patients, and of 
1,476 in the total attendances of out-patients, over 
those of last year; and the operations on both classes 
amount to the extraordinary number of 2,164. The 
Board feel that their best comment upon such a vast 
amount of gratuitous labour by their Medical OflScers 
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is the statement of these figures, which will doubtless 
be duly appreciated by the Governors and the public 
in general. 

In another branch of the Scientific department, 
namely, the Library and Museum, the Board are 
happy to be able to report that the anticipated results 
of their outlay have been more than realized by the 
diligence and ability of Mr. Nettle ship, the Curator 
and Librarian, whose devotion to his duties cannot be 
too highly commended. Considerable additions have 
been made to the Library ; the large collection of 
illustrations of eye disease in the possession of the 
Hospital has been classified, and a selected portion of 
them are exhibited in the wall-frame of the Museum ; 
the pathological collection has been largely increased 
by new specimens, and a new and more detailed cata- 
logue of the latter is in preparation. Nothing, in 
short, can be more satisfactory than the progress 
which is being made in this department, the develop- 
ment of which is obviously of the greatest importance 
to the scientific prestige of the Institution. 

The " Ophthalmic Hospital Eeports," a quarterly 
periodical devoted exclusively to the subject of the 
eye, and edited by the Medical Staff of the Hospital, 
continues to be published as usual ; and the courses 
of Evening Lectures, with demonstrations with the 
ophthalmoscope, are likewise maintained. The last 
series were undertaken by Mr. Couper, and are being 
well attended by students and medical practitioners, 
for whose convenience the hour of attendance has 
been changed from 7J p.m. to 4J- p.m. on Thursday 
afternoons. 
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The Secretaryship having become vacant will be 
filled up forthwith. But the Institution will not easily 
be better served than by its late energetic Secretary, 
Mr. MoGFOBD, whose indefatigable exertions have 
earned for him the best wishes of the Board of 
Management, with whom he so zealously co-operated- 

The Governors will be pleased to learn that the 
vacancy occasioned by the decease of their late 
much-lamented Chairman, T. G. Sambrooee, Esq., has 
been filled by Philip Gazenove, Esq., and that the 
following gentlemen have been added to the members 
of the Board of Management: — ^Rev. T. W. Wbbnch, 
M.A., Eev. T. J. Eowsell, M.A., Henby Collinson, 
Esq., Dr. Alfbed Pabb, Ootavius E. Coope, Esq., 
and Edwabd Bubkitt, Esq. Mr. Thos. Alebs Hankey, 
who also kindly joined the Committee in April, has 
but recently, after a lingering illness, been called 
away. 

The Board cannot conclude their Beport without 
offering to each and all of the kind contributors during 
the past year their very sincere and hearty thanks, 
not only for the liberal pecuniary assistance they 
have afforded them, but especially for the cordial 
expressions of sympathy and encouragement with 
which, in most cases, it was accompanied. Nothing 
can be more gratifying than these marks of confi- 
dence in their administration, and of continued 
interest in the prosperity of the Institution. If the 
Board abstain from formally appealing on this occa- 
sion for future support, it is not because the Institu- 
tion has less need of it, but because its increased 
wants are too obvious to be indicated. The sum of 
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about <£'4,000 represents its annual requirements^ 
whereas its reliable income does not amount to more 
than d61,800. These figures constitute their most 
powerful appeal, and they respectfully commend 
them to the kind attention of the friends of the 
Charity and the public at large. Especially would 
they invoke the aid of the Clergy in its behalf ; their 
powerful advocacy could scarcely be more appro- 
priately employed than in behalf of an Institution 
whose function it is to cure the physical, as theirs 
is to remove the moral and spiritual blindness of 
the age in which they live.

NAME. 

The Royal London Ophthalmic Hospital shall be Name and 
open daily for the relief of the Poor, of every country and P"'P°'*' 
denomination, suffering from disease or injury of the Eye.

OBJECTS. 

Every applicant, being poor, shall have gratuitous advice Objects, 
and a supply of medicine as an Out-Patient. Tn-Patients 
to be admitted by Governors' tickets, or at the discretion 
of the Medical OfBcer in attendance, regard being had to 
the extent of accommodation afforded by the Hospital.

MANAGEMENT.
